"CAPITOL HILL" 


Is an equilateral triangle, one point 
to the west and the others to the 
northeast, and southeast, respective- 
ly: forming a blnff at its western 
point, and sloping into valleys on its 
northern and southern sides, and also 
graJaally to its eastern side, which 
borders on the eastern branch of the 
Potomac river, abont two miles dis- 
tant. 
The Capitol stands on the 


western point, and its base is above 
the tops of fonr-Btory houses one 
block to the west of it.

grounds include eight of the city 
squares, which are beautifully laid 
out into lawns with geometrically 
curved w»lk« anj drive ways.

Every now and then the country is 


startled by the report of the defalca- 
tion of some fiduciary officer or 
agent. It is the President or Cashier 
of some bank, a State, County or 
Town Treasurer, or the financial 
manager of somo estate, business or 
benevolent corporation. 
The Bulle- 


tin says: "The frequency of these 
defalcations suggests the thought 
that such a misappropriation of the 
money of others is more extensive 
than is generally known. 
It is only 


in cases where tbe borrower becomes 
involved, and is unable to cover his 
loans in time, that tbe defalcation 
appears. How many fidnciary agents 
are using the money of others, with- 
out leave and without interest, to 
further their own business or specu- 
lative projects? 
A Boston gentle- 


man of prominence makes tbe some- 
what startling declaration that such a 
use of the funds of others is quite 
common, and we are inclined to 
think he is more than half right. 
We are quite sure tbe practice is not 
confined to the cases of open defalca- 
tion which are known from one end 
of the country to the olher. It is as 
clear as any unproven fact can be 
that many fiduciary agents do use 
the money belonging to others for 
their own purposes, and without so 
much as saying "by your leave." 
They expect to replace it whei want- 
ed, and do thus replace it whenever 
their planti prove successful. 
They 


have no intention of stealing, and 
would bo highly indignant to have 
even a bint of that kind imputed to 
their conduct. 
Thus they go on 


from year to year until they are 
caught in a pinoh, and are obliged to 
make a clean breast of their transac- 
tions. 
Some of these high-toned 


gentlemen are now serving out terms 
of imprisonment varying from one to 
ten years. 
What shall we say of the 


successful ones—those who are never 
foni d out, because they always have 
tbe money to replace tbe loan when 
called for? 
It strikes us that these 


gentlemen are just as guilty as tbe 
others, and the least punishment 
that can be inflicted upon them is 
that they shall be removed immedi- 
ately from ths places of trust which 
they now hoi a. 
No one has a right 


to use tbe money belonging to others 
without tbeir permission, and any 
such nee ia a d«falcstioc that ought 
not to be unpunished.
